JO or M 
per cent dividends can be made in the 
banking business. You ask, "If national 
bankers make 40 or 50 per cent, on their 
capital, why in the name of the great 
homed spoon is it that nearly 2.3 per 
cent, of the number of banks organized 
either "fail" or go into voluntary liquida- 
tion?" Not all men engaged in the na- 
tional banking business are honest, hence 
some of them fail. Hut bankers are not 
the ones who suffer when a bank "fails." 
A great many honest Democrats and

Tbe winter of 1788-80 was passed by 
Eonaparto in bis quarters at Auxonne. 
As yet, Lieutenant lionnpurto had never 
aa a soldier drawn blood, or seen It 
drawn by othurs. His restlessness now 
bore him rapidly on to action. His pa.- 
eion for doing something and for "fol- 
lowing his desthiy" — a fiction which 
be was always dwelling upon— led him 
to commit himself (ambiguously) to the 
Corsican patriots. His adroitness was 
suoh, howover, that he kept ever a cord 
to his purposes whereby ho might re- 
cover himself for France. In fact, be 
knew not what thing ho would be culled 
to do, or in what causo his sword should 
first be actually unsheathed. His nature 
was always to avail himself of the first 
contingency. Napoleon is doubtless — 
inch was bis sleepless vigilance — tbe 
only great roan of history who never 
lost an opportunity! 

Bonapurte was with his regiment, so- 
called "of Iron, " nt Auxonuo, when the 
great Revolution in Franco began. 
Within a month from the trifling event 
atfiourre, the States (ienerul assembled 
at Versailles. There, on the 5th of May. 
1780, tho most remarkable political 
body of modern times went iuto session, 
on tbe condition of France and man- 
kind.

Tbo effects of tho extraordinary move- 
ment thus begun for tbe reform of the 
French nation were strikingly diverse In 
tbe dlfferaut part* of the kingdom. 
France was as yet homogeneous in uoth- 
ing. The towns of the. Mouth, under the 
loyal sentiments of the old Provcncul 
ima, received tbe news In one spirit, and 
tbe towns of tbe Nurtb iu anotber. 

On men themselves tbe news fell from 
weak to week with varying effeota ao- 
ootdiug to tbeir persoual characters and 
prejudice of race. In general, they who 
bail imbibed the principles of the now 
Frouoh philosophy either went after tbe 
Revolution or rau before it waving a 
flag. Huuh a mind was Bonaparte's. 
No doubt be was a born revolutionist— 
provided always be oonld hiuiaelf con- 
trol the revolution. Hit nature was fit-

In tho third place, there was » powerful 
rnvolntionury party, favoring absolute 
independence, nud socking by UN recall 
of Paoli toovertlirowail foreign author- 
ity. This condition of affairs, nswoll as 
tho deplorable state of bis family, in- 
duced Napoleon to obtain another leave 
of nbsenco, and to return to his native 
oountry.

Lncieu. That obstinate pi rsonago had 
withdrawn from the military ncademy 
at Brienno, but hnd failed to secure ad- 
mission to the theological school otAU.

Once at home, the young French officer 
importance;

Ho entered into the revolutionary in- 
trigues of the day, moving obscurely 
nud dangerously among tho popular 
leaders, wholly distrusted by the few 
aristocrats, and Identified with tbo mod- 
erate liberals only at the risk of bis com- 
mission as an officer in tho French 
army. That army was still the King's 
nrmy; but the officers were nearly all, 
like Napoleon, infected with revolution- 
ary sentiments to tliocxtent that almost 
every sword might be said to have lie- 
publique dimly etched on tho blade. 

Tbe hislnry of this period at Corsica 
is small, treacherous, chaotic From 
September of 1700 to the 1st of June, 
1701, Napoleon remained in the 1 land, 
committing himself more and morn (but 
ever cautiously) to tho motions of up- 
heaval. Had it not been for the univur-

by the respective legislative district 
committees, on Monday, June 17, at 
o'clock p. m , and at said county and 
district conventions delegates shall be 
chosen to represent said counties and 
legislative districts in a State Convention, 
to be held at Louisville on Tuesday 
June 25, at 12 o'clock. 

"The basis of representation on the 
part of each precinct to mid county and

Tbe increased number of dollars 
which it would set in sctual circulation 
would raise the values ol other kinds of 
■ty as such as the vslues of silver 
mines. It is s dearth of money caused 
by a single gold standard that has de- 
crease! the values of all kinds of property 
except gold itself. When money is 
scarce it becomes corn spoudingly 
powerful in its purchasing power while 
all other kinds of property become cor- 
respondingly weak in their purchasing 
power. It is the supply of any kinds of 
property in relation to the demand tliat 
IU Vrtlue one way or the other. 
The amount of real estate, of wheat, corn 
and other kinds ol property cannot be 
reduced by an act of Congress. Con- 
sequently when the value of money la 
reduced or wheu a reduction is threaten- 
ed, w by the reduction to a gold stand- 
ard, the values of these kinds of property 
decrease. It is a plain proposition that 
when the volume of circulaUng money 
la contracted all other values decline. 
Free silver coinage would restore pros- 
perity because it would rehabilitate all 
ainda of property with their normal 
values.— Evansvllle Courier.

Credit, Currency and Gold- 
While I am talking about newspaper 
en I wish to mention a talk I had the 
other day with John Boyle, a lmrdwork- 
member of the press in this city, 
whose duty it has been for years to watch 
matters in the United States treasury. 
He knows every official of imp irtanee in 
that great department aud haa naturally 
learned, through the force of contact, a 
great deal about the government's finan- 
cial operations. He is not a politician 
makes no pretense to being a wise 
1 but I thought his talk was interest- 
ing just the same : "There is a great 
deal of nonsense about this gold reserve, 
my deliberate judgment that it does 
matter a continental whether we 
1 a gold reserve or not. It is a mere 
fiction. What does 976 ,000,000 or $100,- 
000,000 of gold amount to against $1,000, 
100 of legal tender anyway 7 If the 
country would stop talking about the 
matter, there would be no trouble. It is 
not the gold reserve that protects the 
parity of the metals and keeps the cur- 
rency sound, but the credit of the gov- 
ernment If the credit of the govern- 
ment is good for $1)00,000,00 1, it ought to 
be good for another hundred million. 
People who are suspicious of fiat money 
and who say we must have bonds in- 
stead of greenbacks, say the latter rest on 
nothing but the credit of the govern- 
ment Well, what do the bonds rest 
upon? Just the same thing No differ- 
ence. They talk also of the security 
offered in national bank notes because 
they have bonds behind them Well, 
the value of the bonds consists wholly of 
the credit of the government. 80, you 
see, everything comes back to faith iu 
Cncle Sam, and I don't see why that is 
not a good enough basis to work on." 
Whether these views are correct or not, 
of course I don't know, but it impressed 
me that a treasury newspaper man's con- 
tribution to the literature of the finan- 
cial question was rather interesting.

There was a lime when he who woul 
keep iuloimed of the progress of knuv 
ledge, the record of discovery and invei 
tiou, and the currents of human thought, 
could and indeed must rely chiefly if 
not wholly upon books That day has 
passed. Books we must still read, as the 
cryalallixation and permanent embodi- 
ment of human thought and knowledge. 
But to-day it ia the newspaper the mag- 
azine, the periodical review, upon which 
we must chiefly depend if we would 
(ollow closely the intellectual move, 
of the day. And now a new difficulty 
has arisen. This newspaper and periodi- 
cal literature has become so multitudi- 
nous and bulky as to be a heavy burden 
lo the busy man or woman, while even 
the person who has leisure and inclina- 
tion to read widely is often unable to get 
acceaa to the current publications. 
Especially in the smaller cities, villages, 
and rural districts is the lack of such 
opportunity felt It is felt by the 
elergyman, the teacher, the lawyer, thi 
phyaiciau, the merchant, the artiaan, th« 
farmer and tht cultured and thoughtful 
women of the houiehold. With all theee 
■ad many other classes oi persons
